“With a fair vote tomorrow,“ said Mr.

% Come one! Come all!’’ was the invita- 
tion on a dodger issued by the Cregier- 
Clan-na-Gael Campaign committee and dis- 
tributed throughout the Stock-Yards district 
Saturday and yesterday. And everybody 
staid away! The dodger further said there 
would be a grand Democratic rally at 3 
o’clock at Forty-fourth and School streets, and

McInerney 
made a few remarks more suited: to Saturday 
than the Sabbath, and then on the invitation 
of Fleming they all went to a saloon. 

Half an hour later they came back again, 
and being unable to find a Democratic rally of 
any kind, either at Forty-third and School 
streets or elsewbere on the broad prairie, Mo- 
Inerney made more week-day remarks, and 
Fleming once more invited. the gang of six 
and himself to a saloon.

IT TAKES BUT FIVE MINUTES TO VOTE. 
It is the duty of every good citizen to turn 
out and vote today. He must not think that 
the election is an unimportant one. There 
have deen no mass meetings and no proces- 
sions, but the issues involved are of more im- 
portance than those of more noisy and active 
contests. ‘The question to be decided today is 
whether there shall be a partisan or a non-

SIR JOHN MACDONALD’S RETIREMENT. 

The dispatches from Ottawa leave no room 
for hope that Sir John A. Macdonald, the Ca- 
nadian Premier, can recover from his present 
illness. In his death there will pass away one 
of the two or three really prominent states- 
men in the English .colonies—a man who 
raised himself from obscurity to prominence, 
and who has held his power for an unusual 
period, both by his personal prestige and po- 
litical ability. 

One of the strongest impelling forces in Sir 
John Macdonald’s character was his attach- 
ment to England. He was loyal to the mother 
country both by heart and conviction, and it 
was his ambition to establish its glory and 
magnitude in this hemisphere. He was equally 
loyal to Canada. He desired to make it a na- 
tion and a great nation. His devotion to En- 
glish interests took the form of building up a 
nation out of a portion of this continent which 
really comprises a tier of the Northern 
States of the American Republic, and 
thereby to menace the northern section 
of this country in case of any diff 
culty between the United States and 
Great Britain. Having that object in view 
he carried through a series of measures which 
seemed to him necessary in a military sense. 
He persuaded the English Government to 
fortify the great natural harbor at Halifax and 
make it a secure rendezvous and shelter for 
its fleet, He projected and carried through 
the Intercolonial railroad to connect it with 
Quebec, also the Canadian Pacific railroad to 
link the Pacific provinces with the central 
and maritime provinces and make a great 
military road for England across the conti- 
nent. He established a naval station on the 
Pacific coast. He succeeded in getting a sub- 
sidy for a military cable line between Halifax 
and the Bermudas and other English posses- 
sions in the West Indies, and thus, so far as 
he could, established a line of out posts con- 


and our northern frontier from Jamaica to 
Halifax and from Halifax to Victoria; with 
the same purpose in view he moved the capi- 
tal inland to make it more secure. 

In addition to these purely military meas- 
ures he constructed other great works, which 
were part of his scheme for the foundation of 
a nation. He deepened the St. Lawrence at 
Montreal, so that the heaviest ocean steamers 
might come to that port. He improved the 


and widened the Welland Canal. Work has 
deen begun practically by the government 
upon the canal at the Soo,“ and other works 
are in prospect which, when finishéd, will pile

All this accomplished, he entered upon the 
last great movement of his life—the so-called 
‘national policy, which was designed to make 
Canada commercially independent of the 
‘United States.. The first step was the negotia- 
tion of the jug-handled reciprocity treaty of 
1854, by which it was intended to secure an 
unlimited market in this country for all the 
Canadian matural products, and in re. 
turn for that to tax our manufact- 


ured goods sufficiently to get revenue 


to meet their expenses. In other words, it 
was living off the enemy, as Sir John shrewdly 
expressed it. This jug-handled reciprocity 
was continued until 1866, when, moved on the 
one hand by its unsatisfactory operation and 
on the other by natural irritation at the con- 
duct of Canada during the War of the Re- 
bellion, for Canadian Tories were of the same 
piece as English Tories, our government gave 
notice it would terminate the operation of the 
treaty.

I make this proposition to the Drainage Com- 


mission: I will enter into a contract to.excayate 


all earthworks on the line of the survey, no mat- 
ter where located, for the sum of 90 cents per 
cubic yard. I will also enter intoa contract to 
excavate all rock on the line of the survey for the 
sum of 75 cents per cubic yard, all work to be 
done 4s required by the survey. I will also agree 
to work my employés.only eight hours a day, but 
must have absolute control of them without po- 
litical interference. The Commissioners shall 
measure the work done every thirty days and 
shall pay in full for the amount done. They shall 
furnish 300 feet wide on each bank of the canal to 
be used for piling the material that will be taken 
outof thecanal. I will further’ agree tocom- 
plete the work in four years after date of con- 
tract, and for the complete fulfillment of my 
undertaking I will givea good and sufficient 
bond in the sum of $2,000,000, said sum to be for- 
feited to the Drainage Commissioners if I fail in 
my undertaking. | 

Mr, Allerton makes one condition only, but 
it is an important one. He requires the trus- 
tees to furnish him a right of way from 
Bridgeport to Joliet 800 feet wide for a 200- 


foot channel with 300 feet on each side for 
| piling purposes. Itison having those two 
lateral strips, no doubt, that he bases the fig- 


ures of his bid. Forif he had ground on which 
he could heap up the clay and rock as he went 


along about all the expense he would be put 


to would be that of lifting the material from 
the prism of the canal, If he had to load the 
stuff on boats or cars and take it to a distance 
he would have to charge much more. 

It is not, however, so easy to get that 800. 
foot strip as Mr. Allerton would seem to im- 
ply. It is not possible to get 300 feet on each 
side of the present canal for it has a _ railroad 
track on each bank. It would be necessary 
to get land beyond the tracks, and then the 
moving of the earth and stone would cost more 
than Mr. Allerton might be willing to pay. If 
the West Fork is followed it will be necessary 
to condemn the equivalent ofa tier of two 
blocks. No man’s property can be taken 
without due process of law, and the task of 


‘getting the necessary right of way to Joliet, 


especially when part of it is through a city 
and its suburbs with many lot-owners, is not 
a slight one. 

When the trustees have secured that right 
of way they will advertise for bids, and then 
will be Mr. Allerton’s chance. Then he can 
come forward with his proposition, and if his 
offer is the lowest he may rest assured that it 
will be accepted. As this right of way has not 
been setured yet, he will see that it is impos- 
sible for the trustees to close with him. And 
when he thinks of the difficulties which attend 
securing it, he may not be as ready to inti- 
mate that the trustees are slow with their 
work, Mr. Allerton is a man of wealth who 
when he sees what he wants generally is able 
to buy it offhand. But he never tried to buy

STOP LYING AND BUILD SOME TINPLATE | 


MILLS. 

The McKinley bill passed Congress nearly 
euton. mouths teks ent 1 was well known 8 
year ago that it would pass. It increased the 
duty on thin rolled steel sheet from $20 per 
ton to $44 per ton. This protective duty is 
nearly twice as much as the cost of making 
railroad steel. Those thin sheets of rolled 
steel when dipped in a bath of melted tin make 
tinned plates. The chief cost of making 


tinned plates does not consist of the pure tin 


smeared on the steel sheet, nor of the labor of 
dipping the sheets into the bath of molten tin, 
but m making the thin rolled steel sheets. 
With the enormous protective duty of $44 per 
ton on the steel sheets why have not mills to 
make them been built before this time? 

It is not because of any fear of a repeal of 
the enormous duty on the steel plates, be- 
cause McKinley and all his backers, both 
press and politicians, proclaim that the Mc- 
Kinley bill can’t be changed or repealed in 


plate making business might be firmly estab- 
lished, and meantime vast fortunes could be 
made, as were done by Carnegie & Co. in 
Bessemer steel- making. But up to this time 
not a tinplate mill has been started as far as 
known, though the country was promised that 
a dozen great tinplate mills for the manu- 
facture of the plates would be rolling out a 
full supply for the whole Union within a 
year. There is nothing yet to show by lying 
stories of tinplate manufacturi. - alleged to be 
going But. when chased down the tin- 
plate are found run by Jack-o’-the- 
men, The nearest semblance of a tin- 
plate mill is one in St. Louis, owned by 
Niedringhaus, who has an old Welshmen em- 
ployed dipping English-made steel plates 
into a pot of melted Cornwall tin. From this 
St. Louis factory sample McKinley tin- 
cups are exhibited at public meetings by Mo- 
Kinleyites as showing the wonderful growth of 
steel-sheet tinplate, mills in this country under 
Mac’s remarkable bill! And yet there is a 
great field for steel tinplate mills in this 
country. If the adyocates of the high tin tax 
would stop their lying and blowing ana build 
some bona-fide mills they would have a great 
field before them to supply. The United 
States consumes more tinpiate than all the 
rest of the world combined. The following 
table, compiled from the publications of the 
Bureau of Statistics of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, shows the quantities of tinplates im- 
ported into the United States in each calendar 
year from 1871 to 1890, inclusiye, with their

TIME’S CHANGES AND THEOLOGY, 


Prof. Swing Talks of Truth and the Present 
‘Biblical Agitation,
